We  have  reason  to  be  encouraged  by  the 
observations  made  by  the  members  of  the  Sur- 
vey team.  However,  we  look  forward  eager- 
ly to  their  recommendations.  It  is  good  to 
hear  their  complimentary  remarks,  but  the  real  ■ 
worth  of  this  study  will  come  at  those  places 
where  we  must  do  the  most  work  to  strengthen 
our  program.

You  have  read  many  articles  telling  you  that 
the  colleges  are  being  deluged  with  applicants 
and  that  existing  facilities  are  unable  to  ac- 
commodate many  of  them.  The  danger  of 
such  publicity  is  that  alumni  who  normally  do 
a  good  recruiting  job  for  their  alma  maters 
will  be  lulled  into  a  false  sense  of  security  and 
will   relax  their  efforts. 

The  problem  is  not  one  of  getting  students; 
the  problem  is  to  get  the  type  of  students  we 
want.  Regardless  of  the  total  number  of  ap- 
plicants available,  this  problem  will  continue 
indefinitely,  and  the  competition  among  col- 
leges is  keen. 

What  sort  of  students  do  we  want?  General- 
ly speaking,  we  want  students  who  have  de- 
monstrated their  academic  competence  and 
who  can  perform  at  a  level  above  the  average. 
We  are  looking  for  students  who  really  want 
to  attend  college  and  who  bend  every  effort  in 
that  direction.  We  want  students  who  accept 
and    support    the    Christian    philosophy    upon 


which  Lycoming  College  was  founded.  Spe- 
cifically, we  would  like  to  attract  a  larger  num- 
ber of  young  women  into  our  four  year  curric- 
ula and  we  would  like  to  enlarge  somewhat  the 
geographic  area  from  which  we  draw  students 

Our  alumni  can  perform  a  very  important 
service  to  the  College  by  helping  to  recruit  such 
students.  Here  are  some  suggestions  that  may 
help  you: 

( I  )  Let  your  friends,  relatives,  and  assoc- 
iates know  that  you  attended  Lycoming  Col- 
lege.

(4)  Those  of  you  who  are  in  professions 
which  bring  you  into  direct  contact  with  young 
people  (ministers,  teachers,  etc.)  can  be  es- 
pecially effective  in  this  matter. 

(5)  Last,  but  perhaps  most  important,  we 
hope  that  you  will  encourage  your  own  sons 
and  daughters  to  get  acquainted  with  Lycom- 
ing when  they  begin  to  plan  their  college  car- 
reers. 

Certainly  we  shall  appreciate  your  efforts  in 
assisting  us  to  get  the  most  promising  young 
men  and  women  on  our  campus.  Standards 
have  been  raised,  admission  is  more  difficult, 
and  the  end  result  will  be  one  that  you  will  ap- 
prove.

Using  as  a  theme,  "Three  Ways  To  Give," 
the  campaign  offers  alumni  an  opportunity  to 
give  to  three  different  areas  of  interest;    (1  ) 
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The  John  W.  Long  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund, 
(21  College  Choir  Fund,  and  (31  Unrestricted 
Funds  for  the  total  educational  program. 

The  final  figures  for  the  1956  Alumni  Fund 
indicated  that  426  Alumni  contributed  a  total 
of  $4,052.  The  percentage  participation  was 
10.3.  This  year  emphasis  will  again  be  made 
to  increase  the  number  of  givers,  and  a  goal 
of  20%  participation  has  been  suggested.

THE  NEED  FOR  SCHOLARSHIPS 

Family  incomes  are  increasing.  Money  for 
scholarships  is  increasing.  The  number  of  in- 
stitutions for  higher  education  is  increasing. 
Many  more  students  ore  becoming  available 
for,  and  are  going  to,  college;  but  the  many 
very  capable  who  do  not  attend  constitute  a 
serious  national  problem. 

Many  influences  affect  a  student's  desire 
to  go  to  college.  Family  background,  the  cul- 
ture of  the  community,  sex,  geographic  factors, 
parental  occupation,  parental  education,  and 
in  addition,  money  or  family  income  play  a 
port.  The  relative  degree  of  influence  is  not 
known.  However,  money  is  the  only  one  of  the 
influences  which  con  be  readily  manipulated. 

The  problem  of  scholarships  may  be  looked 
at  from  the  brood  point  of  view  of  notional  se- 
curity, national  needs,  and  national  welfare, 
rather  than  the  narrower  one  of  helping  the 
individuals  .... 

The  source  of  funds  for  these  scholarships 
may  not  be  the  paramount  issue  ...  To  iden- 
tify and  to  inspire  large  numbers  of  high  school 
students  who  will  fall  in  the  top  quarter  of  their 
graduating  class,  and  then  to  deprive  those 
without  adequate  financial  resources  of  the 
opportunity  to  implement  their  desires  for  a 
college  education,  would  be  unwise  and  unfair. 
Funds,  regardless  of  source,  should  be  ade- 
quate to  assist  those  with  ability,  education, 
and  ambition  who  need  the  assistance. — Elmer 
D.  West,  American  Council  on  Education. 


LIBERAL  EDUCATION  OVERSPECIALIZED 

We  have  a  great  reservoir  of  knowledge  in 
this  country,  and  we  are  not  clone  in  this;  but 
we  do  not  have  much  wisdom.  We  know  more 
about  the  physics  of  the  universe  and  the  bi- 
ology of  the  earthworm  than  anyone  has  ever 
known  before  and  less  about  their  meaning  .  .  . 
We  have  more  talk  about  the  return  to  religion 
and  the  need  for  spiritual  things  than  any  age 
has  had  before,  but  we  have  less  spiritual  life 
than  most.  We  have,  in  effect,  wounded  the 
humanities  by  applying  to  their  study  the  vul- 
garized scientific  method.  We  feel  that  all 
things  can  be  treated  objectively  and  that  all 
knowledge  and,  therefore,  all  understanding 
—  for  we  do  not  make  the  proper  distinction 
between  the  two  —  can  be  factually  proved 
and  exhaustively  documented  .... 

Our  scientists  are  brought  up  in  a  laboratory 
with  perfunctory  and  periodic  devotions  in  an- 
other classroom  to  English  for  Engineers  or 
Literature  for  Chemists.  These  students  of  sci- 
ence are  intelligent  young  men  and  women; 
they  are  devoted  to  their  study  and  they  work 
hard  at  it.  They  work  so  hard  at  it  that  for 
quite  a  time  they  do  not  see  much  of  the  real 
world  ....  They  emerge  in  their  thirties  and 
forties  from  the  laboratory  and  peek  at  the 
world.  They  find  it  beautiful,  but  bad.  They 
see  that  it  has  problems.  They  apply  the  scien- 
tific method  to  these  problems  —  they  simpli- 
fy, they  isolate,  they  hypothesize  —  and  they 
think  that  they  solve  problems.  Some  of  them 
cause  a  great  deal  of  trouble. 

How  much  better  it  would  be  if  these  bud- 
ding scientists  were  made  wise  from  their  sci- 
entific infancy.  How  much  better  it  would  be 
if  they  were  cultivated  in  the  humanities  and 
in  the  social  studies.  How  much  better  it  would 
be  if  we  helped  them  learn  the  meaning  of 
things  OS  well  as  caused  them  to  learn  things. 
How  could  this  be  done  better  than  through 
a  continuous  study  of  the  humanities,  but  not 
OS  we  have  taught  them?  .  . 

We  kiln-dry  our  lumber  and  we  kiln-dry  our 
Ph.D's.  By  the  time  an  eager  young  man  has 
spent  from  three  to  ten  years  learning  how  to 
be  a  researcher,  he  is  utterly  and  forever  des- 
iccated ....  When  he  proceeds  from  his  thesis 
to  the  classroom,  he  carries  with  him  his  tri- 
viality, and  a  whole  new  generation  of  students 


becomes  bored  with  the  humanities  .... 

Our  role  as  humanists  is  to  play  an  active 
and  continuous  part  in  the  education  of  scien- 
tists, bankers,  statesmen,  and  even  humanists; 
to  help  them  understand  the  emotions  and  de- 
velop their  scope,  sensitivity,  and  control;  to 
delineate  the  powers  of  the  mind  without,  on 
the  other  hand,  attributing  to  the  mind  powers 
that  belong  only  to  the  divinity  or,  on  the  other 
hand,  fleeing  from  reason  entirely  because  it 
cannot  cope  with  all  problems  by  itself;  to  de- 
velop an  understanding  of  the  enormous  com- 
plexity of  life  without  obscuring  its  meaning.
